IRAQ'S DEADLY 



VIOLENCE IN 
BAGHDAD KILLS 
AT LEAST 95

A truck bomb exploded across the street from Iraq’s Foreign 
Ministry near the Green Zone on Wednesday, knocking out 
concrete slabs and windows and leaving a mass of charred cars 
out side as a wave of explosions around Baghdad killed at least 
95 people and wounded more than 400. 

A suicide truck bomber also targeted the Finance Ministry 
minutes earlier in the deadliest apparently coordinated attack 
in Iraq so far this year— a major challenge to Iraqi control of 
Baghdad. A steady escalation of attacks following the June 30 
withdrawal of U.S. troops from urban areas has heightened 
fears that government troops are not ready to provide secu- 
rity 

Iraqi officials blamed A 1 Qaeda in Iraq and other Sunni 
insurgents, echoing U.S. military warnings that the militant 
group is trying to provoke new bloodshed to undermine pub- 
lic trust in the Shiite-led Iraqi government. 

“The terrorists are trying to rekindle the cycle of violence 


of previous years by creating an atmosphere of tension among 
the Iraqi people,” Iraqi President JalalTalabani said in a state- 
ment. “Our security forces must be more alert and firm. Also, 
the political groups must unite.” 

Sunni and Shiite extremists remain active in Iraq, and the 
U.S. military has detected some political violence ahead of 
next year’s national elections. But truck bombs and suicide 
attacks bear the hallmarks of A 1 Qaeda in Iraq. 

The attacks dealt a new blow to Iraqi government efforts to 
restore a sense of normalcy in the capital as the overall level of 
violence remains low compared with recent years. Iraqi secu- 
rity forces have promised to remove concrete blast walls from 
the main roads in Baghdad by mid- September with the aim of 
improving appearance and easing traffic congestion. 

Gen. Ray Odierno, the top U.S. commander in Iraq, said 
Monday that he wanted to deploy U.S. soldiers alongside Iraqi 
and Kurdish troops in northern Iraq where some of the worst 
attacks in recent weeks have been carried out.

Two men beaten, 
robbed in Lakeview 


Woman sues Brookfield 
Zoo over fall she blames 
on wet, slippery floor

Wet floors are slippery Dolphins love to 
splash. So the folks who run the Brookfield 
Zoo should have known accidents were 
bound to happen, according to a lawsuit filed 
Tuesday in Cook County Circuit Court. 

Allecyn Edwards sued the Chicago 
Zoological Society and the zoo because 
she claims they “recklessly and willfully 
trained and encouraged the dolphins to 
throw water at the spectators in the stands 
making the floor wet and slippery;” “failed 
to provide warnings of the slippery floor;” 


and “failed to provide mats ... when the 
staff knew the floor would get wet and slip- 
pery” among other negligent acts, accord- 
ing to the complaint. 

On Aug. 20, 2008, Edwards was walk- 
ing along the floor near bleachers at the 
dolphin exhibit and fell, the suit says. The 
injuries from the fall caused her to lose 
wages, incur medical expenses and expe- 
rience physical and mental suffering, the 
suit says. 

Edwards’ attorney did not return calls 
for comment, and a spokeswoman for the 
Chicago Zoological Society, which manag- 
es Brookfield Zoo, declined to comment. 

And how much is a fall around dol- 
phins at play worth? In excess of $50,000, 
according to the lawsuit.

Chicago police are investigating the muggings of 
two Lakeview men who were beaten and robbed 
by two groups of men Wednesday morning with- 
in a half-hour of each other, police said. 

The first attack involved a 59 -year-old man 
who was walking to work on the 900 block 
of West School Street at about 5:25 a.m., said 
Chicago Police Officer Michael Fitzpatrick. 

In that case, the man said about five or six 
men in their 20s came up to him from behind, 
punched him and threw him to the ground, said 
Fitzpatrick. The men took his wallet and fled on 
foot, Fitzpatrick said. 

The man said two of the men wore white 
T-shirts and dark pants. He did not offer descrip- 


tions for the others. 

About a half-hour later at 5:51 a.m. on the 3200 
block of North Wilton Avenue a 41-year-old man 
was approached from behind by three or four 
men in their 20s and robbed of his wallet and cell 
phone, Fitzpatrick said. 

The man was hit by the men and sustained 
minor bruises to his left eye and cheek bone 
before the men fled, Fitzpatrick said. The man 
was treated on the scene. The man said one of his 
attackers was wearing a white T-shirt and jeans 
and two of the men wore dark shirts and jeans. 

Chicago police are investigating whether the 
two incidents are part of other muggings that 
have been occurring on the North Side over the 
past several weeks.

Food stamps, made easy 


Liz Bryant didn’t think she had the time to 
apply for food stamps. The thought of wait- 
ing in line for hours at a bureaucratic state 
office— and then another month for the 
help to arrive — sounded nightmarish for the 
22-year-old single mother. 

But with only a part-time job to provide 
for her 2 Vi-year-old son, Bryant knew she 
needed help putting food on the table. Then 
her father told her about a new program at 
the Irving Park Community Food Bank 
called Express Stamps, a 15-minute pro- 
cess that let her sign up for temporary food 
stamps, right in her own neighborhood, 
without the bureaucrats. 

“It was good, it was quick, it was easy,” 
Bryant said after she was granted $222 for 


the month of August. “It’s mostly for my 
son — fruit snacks, vegetables — anything 
that I can get for him.” 

Bryant is just the kind of person the cre- 
ators of the Express Stamps program want 
to reach. The program aims to get assistance 
to those who qualify as quickly as possible, 
dishing out a month’s worth of stamps on 
the spot. It’s a stopgap measure intended to 
coax the disadvantaged into getting their 
foot in the system’s door. 

‘A whole lot of times, people come to us 
when they’re at the end,” said John Psiharis, 
the Irving Park pantry’s executive director. 
“They come here to the food pantry and 
we’re able to put a little band-aid on the 
problem, give them some food to deal with 


their immediate needs. But this is some- 
thing that helps them deal more with their 
longer-term situation.” 

The Irving Park pantry is one of two sites 
in Cook County where the Greater Chicago 
Food Depository is launching the trial 
Express Stamps program. At Irving Park, 
Greater Chicago Food Bank volunteers ask 
the questions, plugging Social Security num- 
bers, paycheck information and other data 
into Web-connected laptops. 

If applicants qualify, they’re handed an 
Illinois Link card— the state’s way of dis- 
bursing stamp benefits — that can usually 
be used in less than a week, once the Illinois 
Department of Human Services mails them 
a PIN number. 


Off-duty firefighter beaten in Lincoln Park 

A 24-year-old off-duty Chicago firefighter was in serious condition 
Wednesday after he was severely beaten on the city’s North Side. 

Police responded to an emergency call at about 4 a.m. and found the 
man, who suffered internal injuries and facial fractures, on the street 
near Halsted Street and Dickens Avenue, said Chicago Police News 
Affairs Officer Amina Greer. 

Police said two men were taken in custody, but no charges have been 
filed. The attack did not appear to be random or related to a robbery, 
and there were no indications the beating was connected to recent 
attacks and robberies in Lincoln Park and Lakeview, sources said. 


Severe storms roll through the area 

Thunderstorms pounded the Chicago area Wednesday evening, 
prompting the National Weather Service to issue a severe weather alert 
and tornado watches for northeastern Illinois and northwest Indiana. 

Tornado watches issued by the National Weather Service expired at 
7 p.m. for the following counties: Cook, DuPage, Ogle, Lee, Dekalb, Kane, 
Kendall, Grundy, LaSalle, Livingston, Ford, Iroquois, Kankakee and Will. 

Meteorologist Tim Halbach of the National Weather Service office in 
Romeoville said most of the Chicago-area damage was from straight- 
line wind gusts, although there was a probable tornado touchdown 
north of Elburn in Kane County. 
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Homicide tracker

Chicago saw its second double homicide case 
of the month last week, according to a RedEye 
analysis of preliminary police information. 

Two men in their 20s were shot to death in 
South Shore on Aug. 13. A couple was shot to 
death five days earlier in Roseland. 

Prior to that, the last double homicide case 
was July 5, when two men were shot to death in 
Woodlawn. There have been 11 double homicide 
cases so far this year, and one triple homicide 
case (three teenagers shot to death in South 
Chicago in February), RedEye found. 

There were 18 homicide cases with multiple 
victims in 2008, a police spokeswoman told 
RedEye earlier this year. 

This month, 33 homicides have been recorded. 
Chicago police logged 49 murders in August

In a ruling that capped more than a year of legal 
wrangling, Superior Court Judge Gerald Rosenberg 
on Tuesday gave nine souvenir footballs and a few 
other items to a lawyer for Simpson nemesis Fred 
Goldman for auction. Goldman is trying to collect 
on a $33 .5 million civil judgment against Simpson. 

But in another odd twist, the judge said Simpson 
must get the first $6,075 from the auction. 

Rosenberg said it was possible that figure would 
not be reached, and then Goldman would get 
nothing. 

The most satisfied litigant was memorabilia 
dealer Bruce Fromong, who was able to reclaim 
about 600 photographs and several books that 
he said were taken from him during the Las Vegas 
hotel room confrontation on Sept. 13, 2007. 

During his trial, Simpson called it a sting opera- 
tion designed to recover his memorabilia, which 
he said had been stolen from him. 

Another of the participants in the dispute was 
Simpson’s former manager Mike Gilbert, who asked 
for nothing at the hearing and received nothing. 

Outside of court, Gilbert grumbled, “I think 
America is tired of O.J. Simpson, tired of Fred 
Goldman and tired of me. I just want it over.” 


Family gets a 
sss-surprise visitor 

A Southern California family got a slithery 
surprise when an 11-foot python turned up in 
their front yard. 

Francisco Delgadillo, who lives near Lake 
Elsinore, says he was chatting with his sister on 
their porch Sunday night when he saw an enor- 
mous snake moving across the fenced yard. 

The first animal control officer who saw the size 
of the critter had to call for backup. Two officers 
then wrangled the 50 -pound snake into a truck and 
took it to a shelter. 

Animal services spokesman John Welsh says 
the Burmese python’s presumed owner, a long- 
distance trucker, contacted the agency Welsh says 
the owner entrusted his pet to his brother while he 
was away and the snake escaped.

Their eats: When Cesar Pineda 
describes the Italian fare at Ciao 
Amore, his new ioo-seat BYOB 
in Pilsen, as “grandma’s cooking,” 
he’s not referring to some generic, 
apron-clad stereotype 
of an Italian grand- 
mother. He’s talking 
about the real Italian 
women who taught 
him to cook. 

Though Pineda’s 
father is Venezuelan 
and he grew up in Caracas, his 
mom was born in Rome. When 
he was young, she made a point of 
teaching him to cook just like her 
mother taught her to cook, jok- 
ing that some day, after he’d been 
married long enough that his wife 
would decide to leave him, he’d 
need to feed himself. 

At Ciao Amore, Pineda stays 
true to Mom’s home-style fare. 

He appreciates modern Italian 
cuisine, he says, but you won’t 


find pears atop his carpaccio or 
apples in his ravioli. It’s just not 
his style. 

If you’ve been to Caro Mio (1825 
W Wilson Ave.), you already 
know what he means. Pineda’s 
cousin owns the 
popular Ravenswood 
BYOB, and for eight 
years, Pineda worked 
in the kitchen and 
helped run front- 
of-house operations 
there. He’s cooking 
similar fare at Ciao Amore, where 
the menu is loaded with simple, 
rustic dishes such as polio porcini 
($18.95), chicken in a barolo- 
spiked porcini cream sauce with 
ricotta- and parmesan-stuffed 
ravioli; and Sicilian-style ciop- 
pino, brimming with mahi mahi, 
clams, shrimp, calamari and 
mussels in a classic, garlicky red 
sauce peppered with black olives 
($21.95).

Street to the University Village 
outpost of Lush Wine and Spirits

where the well-versed staff will 
hook you up with a bottle of vino. 

For tomato-based dishes, 
including cioppino, an Italian 
red is the natural choice— try 
the Tenuta Olim Bauda Barbera 
d’Asti la Villa ($18.50). If you’re 
thinking about ordering Ciao 
Amore’s popular polio porcini , 
Lush manager Erin Drain recom- 


mends a bottle of 2008 Rose of 
Pinot Noir from tiny Sonoma 
County producer Zepaltas ($20). 
Dry enough to balance a rich 
cream sauce, it’s 100 percent 
pinot noir— a perfect pairing for 
earthy mushrooms.

“Beautifully satisfied.” 

That's how Tim Gunn feels about Season 6 
of “Project Runway,” which debuts Thursday 
on Lifetime. 

Though the guru of all things “Runway” and 
the mentor of the designers on the show pro- 
nounced himself satisfied with the new sea- 
son, he said in a Monday interview that there 
was a learning curve, given that the show had a 
new production company and a new network. 

“There wasn’t a single solitary soul on 
the set other than me who knew what hap- 
pened— who knew firsthand by being there, 
what happened from the time Heidi would 
deliver the challenge until the work would end 
up back on the runway to be judged,” Gunn 
said. “I was the only one. There wasn’t a crew 
member; there wasn’t anyone.” 

But he’s Tim Gunn; he made it work. 
Doesn’t he always?

Below are highlights from 
her interview with Gunn: 

» Some have criticized the new season 
for having too many experienced designers. 
“Make no assumptions about experience being

an asset. There have been people who’ve been 
asserting that it’s not fair, that these people 
with more seasoning have an advantage. Not 
necessarily the case at all,” Gunn said. 

» One challenge in the first half of the 
season will set the “Runway” blogs on fire. 
Gunn called the outcome “unprecedented in 
‘Project Runway 7 history and even I will not 
fully believe it— that it really happened— until 
I actually see it.” 

» Because of the lawsuit between Lifetime 
and Bravo and their corporate parents, chal- 
lenges that had been planned would have to be 
scrapped at the last minute. “We were doing 
challenges that integrated ABC shows and 
Disney {properties] that suddenly went away 
because we didn’t know where the show was 
going to air. It was awful,” Gunn said. 

» “We have drama to beat the band, includ- 
ing a model who refused to wear the garment,” 
Gunn said. “I’m in the sewing room begging 
her— well, not begging her. I’m quite firm in 
saying, ‘This is your responsibility. It’s not a 
matter of personal taste— you are a mannequin 
basically A walking mannequin. Put it on.’ ”

‘Never a dull moment with Ra’mon’ 


The latest “Project Runway” designers bring quite 
a bit of professional experience— several of the 1 6 
contestants have serious fashion-industry creden- 
tials— and of course, there are some larger-than-life 
personalities. 

Of Chicago native Ra’mon-Lawrence Coleman, 
mentor Tim Gunn would only say, “There’s never a 
dull moment with Ra’mon!” 

Gunn also wrote on Lifetime’s “Runway” site 
that, as a designer, Coleman “thinks too much.” 

Coleman, a graduate of south suburban Hillcrest 
High School, said in a phone interview that he took 
that statement as a compliment. 

“I like to consider myself an intellectual person,” 
he said. “I think it’s better to think about things rath- 
er than throw things out there without any intent. So 
many people dabble in design with no clear vision.” 

Coleman, 31, took an unusual path to fashion 
design. At the University of Iowa, he was in a neu- 
roscience program but began to have some doubts 
that science and medicine were his true callings. 
He returned to Chicago and ended up studying art 
history and fashion design at the School of the Art 


Institute of Chicago. 

“Something clicked— I thought, ‘This 
is what you’re supposed to be doing,’ ” 

Coleman said. And his study of anatomy and 
biology paid off, he adds. 

“The way I approach design, I think about 
the human form,” he noted. 

Coleman ended up moving to Minneapolis and 
designing for Target, but after filming of Season 6 of !1 

“Project Runway” ended, he moved to Milwaukee 
and began working for Kohl’s. These days, he’s col- 
laborating with “The Hills” star Lauren Conrad 
on the line of clothing she created for Kohl’s. 

Coleman wouldn’t say if he had won the 
sixth season of “Runway,” but he sounds 
quite happy about where his pursuit of 
fashion has taken him. 

“I really don’t know because there 
are so many opportunities right now,” V 
Coleman said when asked whether he 
would stay with Kohl’s. “Whatever the 
outcome of the season, a lot of doors have 
been opened for me.” m.r.

Fashion changes with the seasons, and so does 
“Project Runway” 

The hit reality show that pits would-be 
designers against one another will have a new 
setting (L.A), a new network (Lifetime) and a 
special guest judge (Lindsay Lohan) when it 
debuts its sixth season at 9 p.m. Thursday 

Fans with a taste for drama and design are no 
doubt eager for the return of their weekly fash- 
ion fix. Mired for months in a behind-the-scenes 
legal battle between two networks and produc- 
ers of the program, new episodes of “Project 
Runway” have been off TV for nearly a year; 
reruns have played on Bravo. 

“We did shoot the show almost a year ago, 
and it was in limbo for the longest time,” said 
host Heidi Klum, fashion-forward in skinny 
jeans and towering stilettos despite being some 
seven months pregnant with her fourth child, 
the third with husband Seal. “We just filmed 
Season 7 in New York, which comes out in the 
beginning of next year— which will be funny 
because I will have had our baby already by then 
but then Pm pregnant again, so people will be 
all confused.” 

The trouble with “Runway” began in April 
2008. The series, which aired for five seasons on 
Bravo, was caught up in a legal dispute involv- 


ing NBC Universal, which owns Bravo, the 
Weinstein Co. and Lifetime. NBC Universal 
sued Weinstein after the production company 
made a reported $ 150 million deal with Lifetime 
for the reality series. 

Meanwhile, Klum, mentor Tim Gunn, judges 
Michael Kors and Nina Garcia, and a cast of 16 
aspiring designers taped the show’s sixth sea- 
son. It was meant to begin airing in January and 
production wrapped in February But the legal 
dealings weren’t resolved until a settlement was 
announced in April, when NBC Univer sal said it 
would be paid by Weinstein for the right to move 
the show to Lifetime. 

Klum remained optimistic throughout and is 
happy that no one revealed the winner during 
the show’s unexpected hiatus. 

Longtime “Runway” producer Barbara 
Schneeweiss was relieved too. 

“It was a bummer because we had shot Season 
6 and we all knew who the winner was, and this 
poor person had to wait, wait, wait,” she said. 
“We got lucky considering all the obstacles. ... 
I feel like the passion is still there and people 
still want to see it.” 

The sixth season brings the show from New 
York to L.A., where contestants spend time 
at the city’s Fashion Institute of Design & 
Merchandising. The move was meant to inject 


“a little fresh air to the show,” Klum said, as 
well as pay homage to Hollywood’s influence 
on modern fashion. 

Still, fans can expect the show’s usual dose of 
drama and designs gone wrong. 

“We film the show in a matter of six weeks. 
It’s really a major pressure cooker,” Klum said. 
“What other big designers do in 10 days or two 
weeks, like make a haute couture gown, they 
have to do it in one or two days.” 

Plus, there’s no respite for the contestants, 
who live and work together throughout pro- 
duction. 

This season’s crop of competitors includes 
aspiring designers from Yugoslavia, Moscow, 
the Republic of Georgia and all over the U.S. 
They range in age from 24 to 50. Some are 
straight out of art school, others are experi- 
enced designers. All are vying for the show’s 
big prize: an editorial feature in Marie Claire 
magazine, a trip to Paris and a cash prize of 
$100,000 to start a fashion line. 

The only thing that might indicate that 
“Runway” took longer than usual to return to 
the air is Klum’s wardrobe. 

“I try to be with the trends because it is a 
show about fashion,” she said. “If you look 
close to my shoes, maybe they’ll be from last 
season.”

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Gary tour offers look 
at young Jackson’s life

Before there was the sprawling Neverland ranch 
in California, before he became a superstar with 
the best-selling album of all time, “Thriller,” a 
tiny house in Gary, Ind., was home for Michael 
Jackson. 

Since Jackson’s death, two women from Gary 
have started “The King of Pop Hometown Tour,” 
taking busloads of tourists on a four-hour trek 
through Jackson family landmarks in northwest 
Indiana. The highlight is 2300 Jackson St., a small 
white-sided house as big as a two-and-a-half car 
garage where the Jackson family lived— with 
nine children— nearly four decades ago. 

“This is a tour of motivation and inspiration,” 
guide Denise Jordan Walker tells riders, as her 
partner Tecora Rogers readies the bus to leave. 
“We are not taking you to a gated community 
We are not taking you to Neverland. We are 
taking you to Gary, Indiana.” 

On cue, a music video of the Jackson 5 plays 
on overhead screens as the bus pulls off from 
Chicago and travels south down the highway A 
young Michael Jackson sings, “I’m going back 
to Indiana. Indiana here I come. I’m going back 
to Indiana. That is where my baby’s from.” 

The women said they always wanted to host 
a Jackson-themed tour of Gary, but had put the 
idea aside to focus on a Chicago jazz music tour 
instead. After Michael Jackson’s death in June, 
requests started pouring in, Walker said. 

“It hasn’t changed that much since the 
Jacksons lived here,” Walker said. “It’s pretty 
much like time stood still. We want to paint 
a picture and let people really feel what the 
Jacksons went through on a day-to-day basis.” 

The trip is taken on a smaller charter tour bus
